CULTURAL INFORMATION 


Select a location for Clematis which receives at least six hours of sunshine a day and see that 
the soil is a rich loose loam with good drainage. If the soil is not rich, it would pay to dig a 
good hole, remove the soil and refill with a good loam. Provide a support for the plants to 
ciimb upon as Clematis do not like to have their tops and leaves on the ground but rather up 
into the air and light. A moist, cool root-run for the summer months is well worth the trouble 
of mixing three-fourths peat moss and one-fourth Driconure to provide a mulch at least two 
inches deep and in a two-foot circle around the plant. A little Vigoro and lime worked into 
the soil once or twice a season will supply the essential requirements. In extremely dry weather 
they should tbe watered from time to time. When cold weather arrives in the fall, safe winter 

otection can be easily accomplished by pulling soil up around the stems and covering with 
eaves, straw or other loose material. If height of vine is desired, little pruning, and only 
to remove the dead wood, in February or March, is enough, but generally Clematis make a better 
display if 3%) back to 18 inches above the ground in the very early spring before the new shoots

CLEMATIS FOR POT CULTURE 


The cultural directions given for forcing Clematis are also applicable to plants grown outside 
in pots. The pots may be plunged in coal-ashes or set in a cold frame until foliage has developed. 
In fact, most gardeners usually grow their potted plants in such an area until they are ready to 
flower. Applications of liquid manure at periodic intervals will help materially. 


For Trellises and Porches, Good Watering Necessary 


It should be remembered that potted plants require watering frequently when they are set on 
terraces or porches. Then, too, Clematis require sunlight to produce well-developed flowers, and 
one cannot expect to obtain satisfactory flowering plants in heavy shade. 


Forcing for Flower Shows 


Forcing Clematis for flower shows or for house decoration offers little or no difficulty. Six-inch 
pots are both convenient and large enough to hold an average size plant. 


Good Potting Soil 


Use potting soil composed of 3 parts of gritty loam, 1 part leaf-mold, and a small amount of 
lime or lime rubble. This mixture should be put through a coarse sieve. Provide ample drainage 
of broken crock in each pot. Moderately firm potting suits the plants best. 


Temperatures 


The temperature and moisture requirements for Clematis are similar to those of other potted 
plants grown in greenhouses. A temperature varying from 65 to 72 degrees is satisfactory. Water 
the plants thoroughly after potting and thereafter treat them like other potted plants. 


Rapid Growth . . . Supports 


If one would have well-formed specimens, supports should be provided as soon as the potting 
is done. It may be a bamboo cane, or a piece of strong wire or a simple wooden trellis. Usually 
Clematis grown in a greenhouse produces ample foliage and comes into bloom about 8 to 10 
weeks after planting. The blooming date depends on the temperature of the greenhouse. Plants 
grown in a temperature of 65 degrees are more satisfactory than those forced at a higher tem-
